Sampha Sisay has won the 
Mercury Prize 2017, beating 
some of the biggest names in 
British music to the top spot. 

Recording under the name 
Sampha, the former Ewell 
Castle School student’s debut 
studio album Process was 
deemed better than this year’s 
offerings from Ed Sheeran, 
Stormzy and alt-J. 

On collecting the win¬ 
ner’s trophy and cheque for 
£25,000, the former Ewell 
school pupil said it was 
“incredible”, thanking the 
judges and dedicating the 
award to his parents and his 
brothers. He then performed 
a second rendition of the song 
(Nobody Knows Me) Like the 
Piano to a standing ovation. 

The judging panel said: 
“Sampha’s Process is a beauti¬ 
fully intimate record. 

“With its unique creativ¬ 
ity, rich musicality, depth and 
vulnerability, it resonates 


emotionally and speaks to the 
heart.” 

Sampha, 28, was born in 
Morden to Sierra Leonean 
parents, and found his way 
to music by learning piano at 
home. 

Later, his older brother 
made himself a home stu¬ 
dio and he discovered music 
production. 

While at Ewell Castle 
School he was an active mem¬ 
ber of a lot of bands and 
completed A-levels including 
music.

Father half way to 
marathons target 

Man running four marathons in four months

An Epsom dad who lost his 
son to cancer ran the Rich¬ 
mond Marathon last week¬ 
end - the second of four mar¬ 
athons in four months. 

To mark four years since 
his son Adam died of neuro¬ 
blastoma, a rare and aggres¬ 
sive childhood cancer, Nick 
Bird completed the Glouces¬ 
ter Marathon on August 6, 
and Richmond on September 
17, with York (October 8) and 
New York (November 5) still 
to come. 

He is running in aid 
of Solving Kids Cancer, 
a charity that helped his 


family raise money to seek 
treatment in Germany and 
the US that was not available 
in the UK. 

Adam, like most neuro¬ 
blastoma patients, had an 
advanced form of the disease 
before it was discovered, and 
underwent eight months of 
chemotherapy, dozens of in¬ 
vasive procedures and blood 
and platelet transfusions. 

He also went through ra¬ 
diotherapy and antibody 
therapy aimed to destroy un¬ 
detectable residual disease. 

Unfortunately the treat¬ 
ments were unsuccessful, 
and Adam died at age nine 
on July 112013. 

Nick said: “To mark the 
date of us losing Adam, and 
because SKC relies heavily 
on funding to make a differ¬ 


ence, I decided to run four 
marathons in four months. 
Having first-hand experi¬ 
ence of the devastation that 
many families go through, I 
know that more needs to be 
done. 

“These past few weeks 
the newspapers have been 
filled with children dy¬ 
ing from neuroblastoma. 
More research is needed, 
more clinical trials, more 
options. 

“Charities like SKC drive 
research forward by award¬ 
ing funds. Without these 
funds, trials would not get 
off the ground.” 

Nick has been a trustee 
for SKC since 2016, after 
being involved in raising 
awareness and money since 
Adam’s neuroblastoma 


diagnosis. 

In his current challenge, 
he has already succeeded in 
raising his original target 
of £4,444, and he hopes to 
increase the total far beyond 
that. 

He ran the Richmond 
Marathon in gold, the colour 
of Childhood Cancer Aware¬ 
ness Month, after running 
Gloucester in pink to reflect 
the SKC brand, and he is to 
run the other two in green 
and blue, two of Adam’s fa¬ 
vourite colours. 

So far, he has completed 
both marathons in under 
four hours, making it “four 
under four in four to raise 
four four four four”.

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Health trust: acute service 


hospital would save lives

A single acute service for 
both Epsom and St Helier 
Hospital would “save lives,” 
according to hospital chiefs. 

This possible new emer¬ 
gency facility - estimated to 
cost £300 to £400 million - is 
being encouraged in the Ep¬ 
som and St Helier University 
NHS Trust ‘2020-2030’ engage¬ 
ment document. 

Such a move would result 
in the loss of acute services - 
such as maternity, A&E, sur¬ 
gical - in either or both Ep¬ 
som and St Helier Hospitals. 

Three potential sites are 
outlined in the scheme for a 
new acute facility, which are 
Epsom, St Helier or Belmont, 
which is home to the old Sut¬ 
ton Hospital. 

Dave Ash, member of Keep 
Our St Helier Hospital Cam¬ 
paign (KOSHH), believes ex¬ 
tending travel times for peo¬ 
ple to access acute services 
would result in deaths. 


He said: “I don’t think any¬ 
one could argue that moving 
acute services like emergen¬ 
cy services and maternity 
further away from most peo¬ 
ple would not result in a loss 
of lives.” 

Epsom and St Helier Hospi¬ 
tal disputed this. 

A spokesman responded: 
“Quite the opposite (would 
happen). This will save lives. 
Evidence shows that, in the 
case of major trauma such 
as heart attack or stroke, it is 
far better to be seen in an ap¬ 
propriate acute setting where 
you would be cared for by a 
consultant, regardless of the 
time or day of the week you 
arrive in hospital. 

“That’s what saves lives, 
and that’s what we want to 
deliver for our patients.” 

Mitcham and Morden 
MP, Siobhain McDonagh, is 
against the “2020-2030” en¬ 
gagement plan and believes 
losing acute services would 
be perilous. 

She said: “Of course we 
all want investment in our 
hospitals. We don’t need an 
engagement costing tens of 


thousands of pounds to deci¬ 
pher that. 

“But that is not the ques¬ 
tion at stake here. The ques¬ 
tion is whether this unlikely 
investment, if the Trust have 
their way, should come at the 
expense of both St Helier and 
Epsom’s acute services. 

“History has shown the 
damage a loss of such servic¬ 
es would cause and I fear this 
would be the beginning of 
the end for St Helier. As such, 
I wholeheartedly oppose this 
engagement.” 

Epsom and St Helier NHS 
Trust chief Executive, Dan¬ 
iel Elkeles, and MP for Car- 
shalton and Wallington, Tom 
Brake, argue that St Helier is 
no longer “fit for purpose”. 

Mr Elkeles said: “We are 
held back by our ageing 
buildings, many of which 
were designed before antibi¬ 
otics were discovered. 

“We want to continue im¬ 
proving and we aspire to 
deliver great quality care de¬ 
spite the many challenges we 
all know that the NHS faces 
in the short and medium 
term.” 


St Helier Hospital 

Mr Brake also commented 
at the beginning of Septem¬ 
ber: “For the sake of the thou¬ 
sands who depend on its care, 
we need to secure up to £400 
million to make St Helier Hos¬ 
pital fit for purpose.” 

According to Mr Elkeles, 
85 per cent of patients “will 
see no change to where they 
receive their care” if a single 
acute site is built. 

KOSHH member, Dave Ash, 
said: “The Trust has spent a 
lot of time and public money 


finding ways of telling people 
their buildings are not fit for 
purpose. 

“But they are also saying 
that if there’s a new facility, 
85 per cent of patients would 
stay where they are.” 

“We already have one of 
the best performing hospitals 
in the country. Why don’t we 
use any investment we need 
to fix what we have already 
got?” 

An Epsom and St Helier 
spokesman said: “The issue 


with our current wards is 
that there is not sufficient 
space between beds for us to 
protect our patients’ privacy 
and dignity, and keep them 
safe from infections. 

“If we do build a new acute 
facility with 500 beds, we 
could then convert our ex¬ 
isting four bedded bays into 
two bedded bays - giving us 
room to protect our patients 
and improve the environ¬ 
ment without reducing bed 
numbers.”

Police have stopped searching 
for missing elderly Epsom man 
James Middleton, who was last 
seen more than 10 weeks ago. 

Mr Middleton, 70, went out 
at noon on July 2 on his mobil¬ 
ity scooter, but despite extensive 
search efforts by police and the 
public has not been found. 

Surrey Police has reviewed 
hours of CCTV footage from the 
area and looked for him in lo¬ 
cal commons and areas he was 
known to frequent. 

The operation involved heli¬ 
copters, drones, trail bikes, 
boats and search dogs, as well 
as hundreds of volunteers, but 
it has now been scaled back, de¬ 
spite remaining open.

Man admits 
violent threats 

Campaign of terror on three women

A thug launched a campaign 
of terror against three wom¬ 
en who rejected him, telling 
one he would chop her head 
off and threatening another 
with throwing acid in her 
face. 

Maximus Ronaldson, of 
Worcester Park, targeted the 
terrified young women aged 
between 15 and 22 with more 
than 200 calls and texts. 

The 21-year-old was 
charged with two counts of 
harassment and one count of 
harassment with violence, to 
which he pleaded guilty on 
September 15. 

Investigating officer De¬ 
tective Constable Mike Hick¬ 
man said: “Ronaldson’s ac¬ 
tions were excessive to the 
point where the women were 
fearing for their lives. 

“He displayed disturbing, 
obsessive behaviour and 


made threats of extreme vio¬ 
lence. 

“We will not tolerate this 
conduct in Surrey and this 
underlines Surrey Police’s 
commitment to tacking any¬ 
one intent upon harassing or 
blighting the lives of others. 

“The victims were left 


feeling stressed and anxious 
and we have been support¬ 
ing them throughout the 
investigation.” 

Ronaldson has been re¬ 
manded in custody and will 
appear at Guildford Crown 
Court to be sentenced on Oc¬ 
tober 13.

after Tube blast 


Man said he was metres away from device

A man has shared his 
experiences of being 
caught up in the Parsons 
Green tube terror attack. 

Peter Crowley, a carpet 
seller, was interviewed 
live on Good Morning 
Britain by Piers Morgan 
and Susanna Reid yester¬ 
day, September 18. 

“I was on the carriage 
about two metres away 
from the device,” Peter 
said. 

“I heard a high pres¬ 
sure bang, a fireball’s 
gone over my head. I 
lost a bit of my hair. I 
jumped off the train ex¬ 
pecting the carriage to 
be engulfed in flames, it 
wasn’t.” 

Immediately he 

phoned his wife, who 
was with his seven-year- 


old son, to let them know 
he was ok. 

Mr Crowley from Sut¬ 
ton was initially con¬ 
fused as to the cause of 
the explosion. 

He said: “If I’m hon¬ 
est I didn’t know it was 
a bomb. I think I might 
have been in shock or de¬ 
nial but I thought it could 
have been a mechanical 
failure. My mind was 
saying it wasn’t a bomb.” 

After the terror attack, 
Peter went straight to 
work where the situation 
became clearer. 

He added: “When the 
reality was that there 
was something on that 
devise to kill me, that’s 
when it hit home, I 
shouldn’t be here.” 

Thirty people were 
injured in the attack on 
Friday, September 15, af¬ 
ter an explosive device in 
a bucket was left on the 
busy tube.

I remember being in my 
school talent competition and 
someone read a poem, somebody 
else did a tap dance and I levitated 
my sister! I got such a great reaction 
it really gave me enormous 
confidence, so when I left school with 
virtually no GCSE's I somehow 
wasn't worried and began a career 
as a professional magician, doing 
close up magic in restaurants, kids' 
parties: the lot. I was given a book on 
howto become a ventriloquist by

time I saw him perform on the Paul 
Daniels Magic Show.

FILMCHOICE: 

BORG VS McENROE (15) 


On Saturday July 5 1980, reigning Wimble¬ 
don men's champion and world number one 
Bjorn Borg faced hot-headed challenger and 
world number two John McEnroe on the Cen¬ 
tre Court of the All England Lawn Tennis and 
Croquet Club. 

The Swede was aiming to win a fifth 
consecutive title on grass in front of a 
partisan crowd while the American wanted 
to silence doubters after his ill-tempered 
semi-final win over Jimmy Connors. 

The showdown — billed as Ice Man 
versus Super Brat — lasted almost four 
hours, including a titanic fourth-set tie 
break, and pushed both men to the limit of 
their physical and mental endurance. 

More than 35 years later, the 1980 final 
remains one of the greatest matches played 
on the hallowed turf of SW19. 

Danish filmmaker Janus Metz Pedersen 
immortalises this battle of fortitude and 
sweat-drenched resilience in Borg Vs 
McEnroe. 

His assured dramatisation weights 
affection and sympathy heavily in favour of 
the champion. 

It's no surprise that in Scandinavia, the 
film's title is truncated to Borg. 

Sverrir Gudnason and Shia LaBeouf serve 
and volley solid performances as the tennis 
greats, with a focus on the former's dreamy 
good looks and gentlemanly demeanour. 

Even if you don't know the outcome, Ped¬ 
ersen's picture makes abundantly clear who 
deserves to collapses in tears of joy after a 
hard-fought battle from the baseline. 

Borg (Gudnason) arrives in London with 
his gruff coach Lennart Bergelin (Stellan 


Skarsgard) and the burden of expectation 
on his shoulders. 

Romanian fiancee Mariana Simionescu 
(Tuva Novotny) has packed Bjorn's bags and 
he stays in the same hotel room, a slave to 
superstition and ritual. 

In stark contrast, McEnroe (Shia LaBeouf) 
arrives alone and takes a laid-back ap¬ 
proach to the championship, including par¬ 
tying late at night with fellow player Vitas 
Gerilaitis (Robert Emms). 

John isn't concerned about the hostile re¬ 
ception he is likely to receive. 

"If I beat Borg in the final, it's very hard to 
boo me if I'm number one," cockily asserts 
the American. 

A patchwork of flashbacks draws parallels 
between the players' formative years, reveal¬ 
ing the young Bjorn (played by Leo Borg and 
Markus Mossberg) struggled to control his 
temper and had to be reined in by Lennart. 

"Promise to never show a single emotion 
again," the coach firmly instructs his teen¬ 
age charge. "Be like a pressure cooker." 

Borg Vs McEnroe heeds that advice, bot¬ 
tling emotions beneath a pristine exterior 
and some briskly edited tennis sequences. 

Only once, during a fleeting scene at 
Heathrow airport, does that cool exterior 
threaten to crack. 

The final match consumes around 20 min¬ 
utes of the running time and captures some 
of the tension that crackled in the air that 
glorious day. 

A couple of points separated the two men - 
for director Pedersen, it's clear-cut. 

Game, set, unevenly matched. 

Out September 22.

The EcoSport, Ford’s most 
compact SUV, has been 
substantially improved, with 
smarter styling, a completely 
upgraded cabin, a fresh 4WD 
option and an efficient new 
1.5-litre diesel engine. Jonathan 
Crouch reports... 

BACKGROUND: Ford didn’t rush into 
bringing us a supermini-based Crossover 
model. Indeed, the market was awash 
with the things by the time the brand 
brought us its own take in this genre, the 
Fiesta-based EcoSport, in the Spring 
of 2014. Even so, there were signs that 
all was not quite right with the product 
planning. Early buyers questioned the 
car’s refinement, its driving dynamics, 
its interior and the need to drive around 
with a huge great spare wheel hanging 
off the back of the tailgate. Fortunately 
though, Ford was listening. So, the 
brand has been continually moving to 
rejuvenate the car. In 2015, tweaks to 
the suspension improved the ride, plus 
buyers got the option to do without the 
rear-mounted spare wheel. In 2016, a 
pokier 140PS 1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol 
engine was added in at the top of the 
range. A year on from that, the EcoSport 
was morefundementally revised, with 
sleeker exterior looks, an all-new cabin 
and afresh 1.5-litre EcoBlue diesel 
engine, all of this creating the rejuvenated 
model line-up we’re going to look at here. 
As before, the chunky looks offer up a 
bit of Amazonian attitude, even if in truth,

this car is more CBeebies than SAS in its 
take on hostile streetlife. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: The 

EcoSport now gets a choice of five 
engines, three petrol units and two 
diesels. Petrol-wise, Ford’s award-winning 
1.0 EcoBoost three cylinder engine is 
available in 100, 125and 140PSguises. 
The 125PS petrol variant can be ordered 
with the option of auto transmission. If 
you want a diesel, there’s the choice of 
a 100PS 1.5TDCi unit and front wheel 
drive or Ford’s latest 1.5-litre 125PS 
EcoBlue powerplant mated eitherto front 
wheel drive ortothe brand’s ‘Intelligent 
All Wheel Drive’ system. Intelligent All 
Wheel Drive measures how the car’s 
wheels are gripping the road surface and 
can adjust torque delivery up to 50/50 
between the front and rear wheels in 
under 20 milliseconds -twenty times 
quickerthan it takes to blink. The system 
seamlessly transitions torque between all 
four wheels and provides a more secure 
footing on the road especially in slippery 
conditions. We’ve yet to try the new 
EcoSport but Ford says that this model 
has been developed to deliver ride and 
handling tuned specifically for customers 
in Europe, with optimised springs, 
dampers, spring aids, steering gear, 



Electronic Stability Programme settings 
and steering assistance profiles. 
DESIGN: The EcoSport’s styling has 
been brought more into line with the look 
of Ford’s larger SUVs, the Kuga and the 
Edge. A more sculpted bonnet with a 
central bulge delivers a cleaner front-end 


appearance and the front-end design is 
now dominated by a smarter trapezoidal 
grille design and distinctive angular 
headlights that incorporate LED daytime 
running lights. Angular fog light housings 
complete a front three quarter profile 
that was apparently inspired by the 


straps of a rucksack and was designed 
to reflect an adventurous character. 
The EcoSport’s rear bumper and tail 
light designs have also been revised 
to deliver a cleaner, more sculpted 
appearance. Customers can continue 
to choose a boot-mounted spare wheel 


option. Inside, there are easier to use 
controls and soft-touch materials, plus 
a new centre console featuring fewer 
buttons. New seats designs improve long 
distance comfort and there’s an optional 
adjustable interior lighting system that 
can be set to one of seven colours. Smart 
stowage solutions include a new height 
adjustable bootfloorthat can be raised to 
provide concealed storage, or lowered to 
increase luggage capacity to 334 litres. 
That new centre console features a built- 
in folding, sliding passenger armrest with 
a storage compartment ideal for tablet 
computers or snacks. That side-hinged 
tailgate still accesses a load space that 
Ford reckons is big enough to swallow 
a 560-litre washing machine - once the 
60/40 split rear seats are folded, that is. 
MARKET: As before, most EcoSports 
wuill be sold priced in the £ 16,000 
to £20,000 bracket. At the top of the 
range, there’s a sporty ‘ST-Line’ variant. 
Equipment levels have been improved and 
now include Ford’s sophisticated ‘SYNC 
3’ communications and entertainment 
system, which is compatible with Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto smartphone¬ 
mirroring systems. The ‘SYNC 3’ 
set-up is supported byafloating colour 
touchscreen, which can be operated with 
pinch and swipe gestures and is available 
in 6.5 and 8-inch sizes. Base models 
make do with a smaller less sophisticated 
4.2-inch monitor. Goforthe bigger 
displays and you’ll be offered the option 
of a ‘B&O PLAY’ 10-speaker surround 
sound system.

The goal stood, much to 
the obvious frustrations of the 
Sutton defenders, who made 
their feelings known to the 
assistant referee. 

Charles-Cook added a 
second in the final minute to 
secure the points for the Cards. 

To make matters worse, the 
opening goal came after the 
referee waved away Sutton’s 
appeals for a penalty in the lat¬ 
ter stages of the first half when 
Aswad Thomas looked to have 
been brought down in the box. 

The U’s were by far the more 
industrious side in the first 
half but Kieron Cadogan, Tom¬ 
my Wright, Simon Walton and 
Dan Spence couldn’t take their 
chances. Woking goalkeeper 
Nathan Baxter made a string 
of fine saves to earn the man- 
of-the-match award. 

Giving his verdict on an 
afternoon where his frus¬ 
tration at the quality of the 
officiating was matched by the 
wastefulness of his side’s fin¬ 
ishing, Doswell said: “I’m re¬ 
ally annoyed.
